Frengh Anarchists Issue Bold Mani- 
festo Against rnternational 
Conflict 

In Paris, In order to put a stop to 
war, should France become involved 
in.an international conflict, the French 
anarchists have issued a manifesto re- 
commending sabotage in the army. 
As a consequence M. Jules Lecomte, 
secretary of the Communist Anarch- 
ist Federation, has been arrested on 
the charge of inciting to theft, pillage 
and murder. The incriminating man- 
ifesto declares: 

The Commualst Anarchist Federa- 
tion, which comprises all the anar- 
chists In this country, is preparing in 
a practical manner tie sabotage of the 
army and of the mobilization in case 
of war. We shall take advantage of 
the disarray caused by war to realize 
the social revolution and to install 
communism, 

They recommend the sabotage of lo- 
comotives, the unbolting of rails, the 
cutting of the telegraph wires, the de- 
struction of bridges and tunnels and 
the railway rolling stock. 

It is pointed out thac in the barracks 
many things can be saboted, particn- 
larly the guns. Also the military 
aeroplanes and dirigibles can be ren-

UNPOLITIC STATEMENTS 


In Belgrade, Servia, the recent 
statement of Servian aims and poli- 
cies, just given to the world by M. 
Pashitch, the prime minister at Bel- 
grade, must have struck even the 
most thoroughgoing of pro-Servians 
with something like dismay. A more 
inopportune, unpolitic and ominous 
document has rarely been made pub- 
lic at a time of crisis by a responsible 


minister. Had M. Pashitch deliber- 
ately sought to embitter and compl) 
cate a situation already full of coa- 
tentiousness, and to still further at- 
tenuate the lessening prospects of 
peace, he could hardly have framed 
his pronouncement in any other words 
or have pubiished it at any other 
moment, than those he has actually 
chosen. 

For consider the circumstances. 
Her gallant efforts against Turkey 
have practically denuded Servia of 
troops. Her armies, after a month 
of continuous and victorious struggle, 
are massed round the fortified lines of 
Tchatalja, far away from her normal 
frontiers. From a military point of 
view, she lies inevitably at the mercy 
of her powerful neighbor to the north, 
a neighbor elready disquieted by ru- 
mors of Servian intcntions and- de- 
mands, already arming against pos- 
sible’ eventualities. Vet this is the 
moment selected b,) the Servian 
prime minister to put forward in the 
moat and

irreducible minimum the extreme a8 
tensions of the most advanced school 
of Servian Jingoes. 

And these pretensions, it is worth 
remembering, relate not to territor- 
les that Servia has conquered by her 
valor in the field, but to regions where 
the very name of Serb is more hate- 
ful to the native populatf{oh than that 
of Turk. They—tf¥e — pretensions, 
moreover, peculiarly and disastrously 
calculated to ipflame and: irritate the 
particular power from whom Servia 
has most to hope as well as most to 
fear. Other nations and other gov- 
ernments, for instance, and the 
French, may feel only a secondary 
concern in Servian designs upon the 
Adriatic. But to Austro-Hungary, 
and also to Italy, those designs are of 
direct, immediate and permanent con: 
Wbequences, and have repeatedly been 
‘declared to be inadmissable by the 
“statesmen of both Vienna and Rome, 

Let us see what M. Pashitch’s de- 
claration amounts to and what it is 
the lays claim to, Servia, he asserts, 
Fmust have independence of trade and 
Feconomic liberty; she is at present 
an artificially land-locked state, very 
‘largely, thouglt not so completely as 
was the case a few years ago, de- 
pendent upon the Austro-Hungariaa 
market, To secure her commercial 
emancipation an outlet to the sea is 
indispensable; such an outlet can only 
be found by giving her free access 
to the Adriatic. What, accordingly, 
she demands, and what alone will sat- 
isfy her, is the pose3sion of some fifty 
kilometres of the Albanian coast-line 
from Alessio to Durazzo, with a spac- 
ious hinterland. 

M. Pashitch fortifies his contention 
by referring to a rather dubious his- 
torical past by drawing an almost 
rhapsodical picture of the future of 
Albania under Servian rule, and by 
ignoring the passionate and ineradica:

He fac foresaw and provided 
for everything, and he inspected fre- 
quently and thoroughly. His discipline 
was severe, bis organization good, his 
calculation accurate and limited to 
what was possible. His movements, 
which were skillfully disguised, were 
rapid. 

So superlor was Frederick to his op- 
ponents in strategy that they were 
obliged for safety to keep their troops 
in so concentrated a form that there 
Was not sufficient space for effective 
maneuvers, He was more capable in 
marching and maneuver than in bat- 
tle, more capable*in battle than In 
siege, 

His great defect as an administrator 
lay In the fact that he dwarfed the 
growth of those below him and so edu- 
cated no talented corps to bear the 
political and military burdens of the 
state when he should be obliged to 
lay them down. He apparently could 
do things ouly through himself. Hay- 
ing a supreme contempt for the capaci- 
ties of most mortals, he had no mind 
to make experiments which might bave 
ebanged his opivions.

FLUNG FROM A WINDOW. 


Horrors of a Death Sentence In the 
Middle Ages In Bohemia. 

How many people know what refen- 
estration means’ Yet it was once a 
popular wethod of executing criminals 
aud was the mode of capital punish-» 
ment used in Bohemia in the middle 
ageg and later, Defenestration means 
“throwing from a window,” but that 
did not always include all the arrange- 
ments made for the doomed man’s 
exit from the world. 

In Prague jv 1419 the council cham. 
ber of the hradschin, or town hail, was 
used as the place of execution. There, 
in the presence of the assembled no- 
bles, their invited guests and the dig- 
nitaries of the city, the unhappy 
wretches: were cast from a window 
eighty feet to the courtyard below. 

If his crime was av ordinary of- 
fense tlfe prisoner was werely dropped 
on the stones and allowed to Iie there 
bruised and broken until death put an 
end to his sufferings,-succor being for- 
bidden, 

But if be was guilty of treason or 
any act of violence against a noble he 
fell ou the sharp spears of a squad of 
soldiers or dropped to the tender mer- 
cies of a pack of fierce dogs specially 
trained for the purpose, or he might 
be flung to wild boars previously en- 
raged by being pricked with spears. 

The fast time defenestration was 
practiced was just before the ‘Thirty 
Years’ war, when the imperial com- 
missioners brougbt an unwelcome mes- 
sage to Prague and were promptly 
thrown from the’ window, ‘his pre- 
cipitated the war and abolished the 
custom.—New York Press.

Chicken and Veal Pie.

Vut into 
a baking dish with the giblets cut up 
aud seatter a little salt fat pork, cut 
to shreds, through the meat. Thiecken 
the chicken liquor slightly with flour 
moistened with water to a paste. Cov- 
er with good, rich pie paste, puff paste 
if you have it, and bake in a steady 
oven for an hour and a half, 


Boiled Cracker Pudding. 

One quart of wilk, one pint of pound- 
ed crackers, three eggs, one-fourth 
cupful of molasses, one cupful of seed- 
ed raisins, one teaspoonful of salt, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of nutmeg, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of cloves, one tablespoonful 
of melted butter. Add cracker crumbs 
to milk. Beat eggs until light, add 
salt and spices and combine with the 
crackers and milk mixture. Add mo- 
lasses, raisins and melted butter and 
stir uotil thoroughly blended. ‘Tie the 
mixture carefully in a heavy flonred 
pudding bag. Place on a rack in a 
kettle of boling water, cover and boll 
two and ove-quarter hours, Serve with 
hot pudding sauce. 


Spinach In Eggs. 

Boll the spinach in a very little wa- 
ter (save the water) and drain the spin- 
ach dry. Chop very fine and mix with 
a tablespoonful of cream. Salt and 
pepper to taste. Have three eggs 
botled hard; cut them in two length- 
wise; take out the yolks; fill the whites 
with the spinach. Make a sauce with 
one tablespoonful of butter and one 
tablespoonful of flour; stir until 
smooth, then add half a cupful of the 
spinach water and boil for five min- 
utes, stirring all the time. Put the 
whites of eggs on rounds of buttered 
toast, pour the sauce around and sprin- 
kle tbe yolks of eggs (put through a 
sieve) over the top. 


Peanut Brittle. 

Rhell the peauuts and remove the 
skins, then roll the nuts with a roller 
‘ona marble 8 are 
as possible. Measure the nuts and for 
every half pint take one pound of gran- 
ulated sugar. Put the Sugar in a 
suucepan without a drop of water, let 
it melt very carefully and when tbor- 
oughly melted and brown (nut burned) 
remove from tle stove. Stir in the pea- 
buts at once, pour on a marble slab 
and roll, very quickly with a roller 
until thin as a wafer; then cut in 
strips. 


Peanut Cookies. 

Beat to a cream four tablespoonfule 
of butter and half a cupful of sugar, 
ndd two well beaten eggs, four table- 
spoonfuls of milk, ope cupful of flour, 
one teaspoonful of baking powder, one 
teaspoonful of essence of lemon or va- 
nilla and one-cupful of fiuely chopped 
peanuts. Drop from the point of a 
teaspoon on to buttered paper, leaving 
a good margin around each to prevent 
running together. Stick a split peanut 
on top of each cookie and bake ip a 
medium oven, S 


Peanut Soup, 

One pint of shelled and bianched pea- 
huts, two tablespoonfuls of onion, two 
tablespoonfuls of celery, one pint of 
white stock, four tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, one plut of milk, salt, red pepper 
and paprika. Chop the peanuts in a 
meat chopper; cook the chopped nuts, 
the oniou and the celery in the white 
stock fur twenty minntes. Melt the 
butter, add the flour, the milk und the 
sensoning; cook for five’ minutes. 
Combine the mixtures, strain and 
serve, : 


Baked Caramel Custard, 

Melt ove-balf cupful of sugar in a 
clean frylug pan, add one-half cupful 
of water gradually aud Cook until
